Stewart outspending 


Holweg; both avoiding 
special interest lobbies

Provo mayoral candidates George 
Stewart and Shari Holweg vary in 
how much they’ ve spent campaigning 
by about $14,000, but each candidate 
is avoiding being indebted to special 
interest groups in their own way. 

All persons who run for political 
office in Utah are required by law to 
submit a disclosure statement report- 
ing how much they’ve spent cam- 
paigning, as well as donations 
received within 30 days of the elec- 
tion. 

Failure to submit the statement is a 
misdemeanor, said Provo City 
Recorder Marilyn Perry. 

“Contributions in kind must also be 
accounted for,” Perry said. 

In the mayoral race of 1989, some 
candidates spent as much as $35,000, 
while other candidates. spent nothing, 
Perry said. 

Stewart said he’s spent approxi- 
mately $26,000 and doesn’t know

how much more he’ll spend before 
the general elections on November 2. 

He also said he has accepted no 
donations from “anyone who has an 
interest in ProvoCity government.” 

“When you accept donations, you 
almost set up a type of obligation,” 
Stewart said. 

Holweg said she’s spent about 
$6,000 to date. “By the end of the 
election I’ll probably have spent close 
to $10,000,” she said. 

“All my money for the campaign 
has come from people’s contributions, 
residents and small businesses, so 
there are no special interests.” 

“T don’t think it’s appropriate to 
spend $20,000 to $50,000 to get to an 
office that pays $40,000 a year,” 
Holweg said. 

“A campaign needs to reflect sup- 
port of the community for the candi- 
date,” she said. “My campaign is a 
reflection of people in the community 
who support me and I’m very proud 
of my campaign.”

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Accusations between candidates 
abound in Provo mayoral race

As seems to be the norm these days, accusations are fly- 
ing between Provo mayoral candidates Shari Holweg and 


George Stewart as the race moves clos- 
er to its finish. 

Stewart said the “negative campaign” 
is costing him — literally. “I will prob- 
ably be spending more than I would 
like to to answer (Holweg’s) negative 
campaign,” he said. 

An advertisement, written by Bud 
Bonnett and an “ex-energy department 
employee” whose name Holweg would 
not release, states that Stewart favors 
privatizing ProvoCity power. 

The advertisement, running in several 
Utah newspapers, is signed by the fol- 
lowing: Bud Bonnett, former director 
of Provo Power; Ver! Dixon, former 


Provo mayor; Seymour Steed, former power board mem- 
ber; I. Dale Despain, former Provo City planner; Wayne 
Hillier, former Provo City commissioner. 

“lll have to spend money to answer her ad,” Stewart 


said. 


Holweg, meanwhile, denies the mudslinging charges. 
she said. “George 
needs to learn a little bit more about politics. He needs to 
learn that he is accountable for every word he says.”

and its effect on rent prices. 

Stewart said many people think. 
BYU students do not pay property 
taxes when in reality, rent prices are 
based on property taxes. A portion of 
students’ rent expense goes to pay 
property tax. Depending on how high 
property taxes are, rent prices will fol- 
low suit. 

“T think that it needs to be:explained 
to people (that higher property tax 
means higher rent for students) 
because students do pay property 
taxes in rent,” Stewart said. “I think 
the mayor needs to be vocally in favor 
of the students’ situation,” he said. 

Stewart said he will represent stu- 
dent’s concerns about property taxes 
in city meetings. 

“Instead of being a demagogue and 
saying ‘students don’t pay property 
taxes,’ I will be an advocate for 
BYU,” Stewart said. 

Stewart said a mall in Provo will 
increase the city’s revenue in sales 
taxes so that property taxes will 
decrease. Stewart favors building a 
mall in Provo. 

Stewart said Provo’s student-hous- 
ing shortage will have “to be looked 
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at on a city-wide basis.” 

“T don’t think citizens of Provo want 
just apartments. Apartments are too 
transient,” Stewart said. 

Stewart said the city will need to 
consider a balance between apart- 
ments, condominiums and single fam- 
ily homes. 

“The housing problem will need to 
be looked at on a city-wide basis 
because people from other cities also 
have an interest in Provo,” Stewart 
said. 

Utility prices are also a housing- 
related problem Holweg plans to 
address. 

“Students are hit really hard with 
connect and disconnect fees for utili- 
ties,” she said. 

Holweg said her experience working 
with the energy department for 12 
years tells her that utility companies 
need to charge realistically for stu- 
dents. 

“We cannot charge them (BYU stu- 
dent: , excessive amounts,” Holweg 
said. 

Holweg said she is also interested in 
“tackling BYU’s parking problem.”

In summary, when I found that I could not defend the 
correctness of one brief sentence in a long interview, | 
immediately contacted the reporter and withdrew that sen- 
tence, doing so more than three days before the story was 
scheduled for publication. When the publication honored 
that correction and made no comment on it, Steve Benson 
accused me of lying in public and participating in a cover- 
up, and the wire-service coverage of this episode has inac- 
curately portrayed me as deliberately making false state- 
ments to the public. 

My perception of this matter is simple. I have been the 
victim of double-decker deceit: (1) betrayal of promises of 
confidentiality, and (2) false accusations of lying. 

My heart goes out to all who have suffered from this 
painful sequence of events.

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Orem candidates speak out on top city issues

With only eight days to go, the 
Orem mayor and city council candi- 
dates are putting the finishing touches 
on their respective campaigns. 

The two candidates for mayor are 
Hans Verlan Andersen and Stella 
Welsh. The six candidates running for 
the three open city council seats are 
Timothy A. Christensen, Louis A. 
Erickson, David K. Palfreyman, Steve 
E. Sandstrom, Michael J. Thompson 
and Chris Yandow. 

Each candidate was questioned on 
how he or she felt on three different 
issues. The issues and the candidates’ 
views are as follows: 

¢ Growth in Orem 

Andersen: “Free enterprise should 
dictate the speed of growth in Orem 

.. We should not pay businesses to 
come here.” 

Welsh: “I have nothing against 
growth, as long as it’ s managed care- 


fully.” 
Christensen: “Growth is inevitable. 
We should prepare for it.” 


Erickson: “I’m not against growth, 
but we don’t need to do anything to 
make Orem grow faster.” 

Palfreyman: “There will come a 
time when land in Orem will be 
scarce ... We must plan and be careful 
with the land resources that we have.” 

Sandstrom: “Good growth will 
increase our tax base and allows us to 
spend money for our citizens’ needs 
without raising taxes.” 

Thompson: “Neighborhoods should 
decide what is best for their own 
neighborhoods. We don’t need a cen- 
tral planning commission to tell 
neighborhoods how they should be.” 

Yandow: “I think it’s exciting that 
we grow, as long as we grow accord- 
ing to the master plan.” 

¢ Accepting federal grants 

Andersen: “We should stay inde- 
pendent of federal grants and federal 
control ... citizens should be allowed 
to make decisions on federal grants.” 

Welsh: “Federal grants should be 
accepted and should be used.” 

Christensen: “The system says we 
send money to them (the federal gov- 
ernment) and they send some back ... 
We should accept federal grants, even 
though I don’t like,the system.” 

Erickson: “We should not accept 
them ... The proper role of govern- 
ment is to budget, provide for the 
needs of its citizens and to be inde- 
pendent of the federal government.” 

Palfreyman: “There are a lot of great 
programs that are paid for with these 
funds ... If you take that funding 
away, you’re going to be damaging a 
lot of families that benefit from these 
funds.” 

Sandstrom: “I am 100 percent in 
favor. of receiving these funds. In 
Orem, most of this money goes to 
help the more unfortunate people.” 

Thompson: “Normally, I oppose the 
premise of tederal grants. However, 
we are so tied to it ... to end it all right 
now wouldn’t be wise.” 

Yandow; “We should cap federal 
grants right where they are now. 
Those funds won’t always be avail- 
able. It will be a shock when there is 
nothing more.” 

¢ Bond indebtedness vs. pay-as- 
you-go government 

Andersen: “I favor pay-as-you-go 
government, though there are times 
when you can go into debt if the peo- 
ple vote and approve of it.”

Low deer population 
discourages hunters

SALT LEAKE CITY — Spectacular 
fall weather greeted the opening day 
of Utah’s rifle deer-hunting season. 
But preseason predictions of rotten 
hunting proved true. 

Few hunters even bothered to try. 

“T heard a little shooting this morn- 
ing,” said Forest Service law-enforce- 
ment specialist Tim Clark, who 
worked the Currant Creek area on 
Saturday. “But it usually sounds like a 
war.” 

Last year’s heavy winter devastated 
yearling deer. A shortened rifle sea- 
son and new regulations forced 
hunters: to choose between the rifle, 
archery and muzzleloading hunts. All 
contributed to a decrease in pressure. 

Las Vegas hunter Wally Weeks 
walked four miles to the top of Co-op 
Creek north of Strawberry. He saw 15 
elk and a couple of does, but no 
bucks. 

“People seem to be having fun,” 
said Bruce Anderson, ‘a Division of 
Wildlife Resources information offi- 
cer. “They recognize that it is a natur- 
al part of the ups and downs of 
nature.”

F'SU survives shootout 
despite Walsh’s heroics

For a split second, it looked like it 
would be another patented Cougar 
comeback that has been the story of 
BYU’s skin-of-their-teeth WAC sea- 
son so far. But three quarterbacks, a 
second half offensive explosion and 
65,816 screaming fans couldn’t shake 
the outcome of this game. 

Instead it was Fresno State quarter- 
back Trent Dilfer who was personally 
responsible for directing the outcome 
of the game, singlehandedly matching 
everything the Cougars could throw, 


run and kick at his Bulldogs, leading - 


them to a 48-45 victory at Cougar 
Stadium. 

Steve Clements-finally got his first 
start since last year’s loss to the 
Hawaii Rainbows in Honolulu last 
year. He directed a lethargic Cougar 
offense downfield twice, only to 
come up with a Joe Herrick field goal 
to give the Cougars their first lead in 
the month of October. 

He was benched midway through 
the first quarter in favor of Tom 
Young, and just as the crowd cheered 
his arrival at the Notre Dame game, 
they cheered his exit to this one, as he 
passed for two straight interceptions. 

It finally took an injured John Walsh 
to convince his coaches to send him 
into the game with-2:38 to play and 
direct a drive to score a touchdown, 
salvaging the first half, and finally 
putting to an end any existing quarter- 
back controversy. 

In the little over two minutes he was 
5-11 for 68 yards and one touchdown, 
fans seemed to say, “O.K. John, we’re 
not worthy.” 

“He kept saying he was ready to 
play, but the impression was there 
that he shouldn’t play. It was not an 
emotional decision, he was anxious to 
play all along,” said-coach LaVell 
Edwards. 

“T really didn’t care about it either 
way, Walsh said. “I just wanted to 
get the victory and put numbers up on 
the board.” 

“He came in fired up, and played 
with a lot of guts and courage,” said 
wide receiver Eric Drage, who caught 
ten passes for a Drage-like 232 yards. 

Dilfer was also having one of the 
better days of his career. He threw for

456 yards and four touchdowns. His 
yardage output was the fourth highest 
of his career. His 72-yard touchdown 
pass in the third quarter was his best 
ever. 

But, despite the loss, Walsh was 
clearly the better man. He evoked 
memories of an injured Robbie Bosco 
coming back from an knee injury to 
help the Cougars win the national 
title. He pulled the Cougars together 
with his confidence and passed for 
almost as many yards as Dilfer — in 
only one half of play. 

In the end, Walsh was an amazing 
22-35 for 439 yards and five touch- 
downs. His yardage and TD totals 
were career-highs for him. 

And yet as the seconds ticked off 
the clock to conclude, the fourth quar- 
ter, the deciding factor of the game 
wasn’t how many yards the quarter- 
backs were able pile up, or the 
Cougars inability to establish a run- 
ning game. 

Instead, it was the play of Fresno 
State running backs Ron Rivers and 
Anthoney Daigle, who used the 
opportunity created when linebackers 
Todd Herget and Nathan Hall both 
went out with injuries. to take advan- 
tage of a nickel defensive scheme. 

“When we lost Todd Herget and 
Nathan Hall we had to go to the nick- 
el and it was tough to stop them,” 
Edwards said. “We just ran out of 
linebackers.” 

Rivers and Diagle combined for 196 
yards rushing ahd came up with key 
yardage gains late in the fourth quar- 
ter to help run the clock out.

Just when it looked like the 
Philadelphia Phillies and Toronto 
Blue Jays and Toronto were headed to 
a dramatic Game 7, Joe Carter swung 
the whole. World Series with the last 
swing of the season. 

Carter’s three-run homer with one 
out in the ninth inning off Mitch 
Williams on Saturday night gave the 
Blue Jays an 8-6 win in Game 6 and 
their second straight championship. 
Along with making Toronto the first 
World Series winner to repeat since 
the 1977-78 New York Yankees, his 
drive over the left-field fence gave 
fans something to remember this win- 
ter. 

“Bottom of the ninth, two strikes and 
you hit a home run to win the World 
Series,” Carter said. “It’s a dream 
everyone has.” 

Only once before has the World 
Series ended on a home run. In 1960, 
Bill Mazeroski’s leadoff homer in the 
ninth off Ralph Terry lifted Pittsburgh 
over the Yankees in Game 7. 

There have been plenty of great fin- 
ishes since then, but perhaps never 
like the last three. 

In 1991, Jack Morris pitched one of 
the best games in World Series histo- 
ry, going all 10 innings in a 1-0 victo- 
ry in Game 7 that led Minnesota over 
Atlanta.

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Clinton administration examines |

WASHINGTON — While a noisy 
debate rages on Capitol Hill, the 
Clinton administration and key allies 
in Congress are quietly examining 
what went awry in 
foreign policy and 
how to fix it. 

Growing unhap- 
piness over how 
the administration 
has handled crises 
in Haiti, Somalia 
and Bosnia has led 
to public and pri- 
vate calls for the 
dismissal of 
Secretary of State 
Waa SR gabe exon 
Christopher and 
Defense Secretary 
Les Aspin. 

“It’s fair for the 
president to bring his secretary of 
state and his secretary of defense in 
and ask if they're really handling 
these situations in the best way possi- 
ble,” said Sen. Patrick Leahy, D-Vt. 

“There has to be a thoroughgoing 
re-evaluation of policy,” said Rep. 
Lee Hamilton, D-Ind., chairman of 
the House’ Foreign Affairs 
Committee. “I don’t know for a fact 
that’s occurring but it would seem. to 
me it’s likely.” 

Leahy and Hamilton spoke at the 
end of an unusual sequence of events 
abroad and at home. A firefight in 
Somalia left 18 Americans dead. 
Angry Haitians forced a U.S. ship to 
turn away. And into thé leadership 
vacuum stepped Congress, riled and 
willing to take on the inexperienced 
president. 

In the end, the White House defeat- 
ed efforts to tie Clinton’s hands on 
military deployments. But last week’s 
Senate votes were only a skirmish in 
what promises to be a long war over 
the conduct of U.S. policy abroad. 

There are signs the administration 
realizes more must be done to smooth 
out its handling of foreign policy. “At 
the highest levels of the administra-

“The president is fully satisfied with 
his foreign policy team,” said White 
House Press Secretary Dee Dee 
Myers.

Tension in Somalia may 
explode into clan violence

MOGADISHU, Somalia — 
Submachine gunfire crackled in cen- 
tral Mogadishu on Sunday, reflecting 
heightened tension on the eve of a 
protest that threatens to explode into 
clan violence. 

Somalis said two people were killed 
and three wounded in an hourlong 
shoot-out among clan members over a 
water well. 

It took place in the southern 
Mogadishu stronghold of Gen. 
Mohamed Farrah Aidid, whose sup- 
porters continued their regular 
Sunday rally about a mile away. : 

Journalists.saw. one man being car- 
ried away in a wheelbarrow and 
another limp away with a bullet 
wound near the traffic circle where 
the city’s main roads meet. 

Members of Ali Mahdi Mohamed’s 
clan who live in both halves of the 
divided city are supposed to meet at a 
stadium on the south side Monday. 
That means crossing the Green Line 
separating Ali Mahdi’s territory in 
north Mogadishu from the Aidid-con- 
trolled south. 

Aidid’s deputy, Mohamed Nur 
Aliyo, warned them again Sunday not 
to come. 

“If they come over, we are not 
responsible for what will happen,”

Aliyo said to cheers from hundreds at 
the rally. 

There are fears Ali Mahdi wants to 
provoke conflict in hopes the 33- 
nation U.N. army in Somalia will be 
forced to intervene and renew its fight 
with Aidid. 

Saturday night, after he met with 
U.N. envoy Lansana Kouyate, Ali 
Mahdi broadcast a message saying 
marchers would cross the line by 
force, if necessary. 

“Brothers from the north and from 
the south will shake hands. ... If any- 
one tries to interfere, we will cross by 
force,” he said. 

The demonstration threatened to 
spark internal clashes in Aidid’s 
Somali National Alliance. 

Sunday, pickups with armed guards 
toured south Mogadishu urging peo- 
ple to come out and march. Somalis 
said they were manned by dissidents 
from Aidid’s alliance who believe he 
is obstructing peace. 

“If anyone tries to create problems 
for those people coming from the 
north, we will fight you because we 
want peace,” 
through the megaphone. 

The planned march results from last 
week’s U.N.-sponsored peace confer- 
ence of leaders of the Hawiye clan, 
which includes Aidid’s Habre-Gedir 
and Ali Mahdi’s Agbal people.
